In 
this manner he cou ld learn the nigh 
sign and pass inspection. If the man 
thinks he can not say this after being 
"three sheets in the wind’’ perhaps 
lie might get a 
small graphophone 
with the two magic words on a rec­ 
ord and fool the officer.". 
Another su ggestion i> for the pp- 
police to 
be 
su pplied 
with small 
pocket dictionaries with only words 
and phrases of a similar natu re to 
"Tru ly Ru ral.” With a wide v ariety 
the "force” shou ld be able to spring 
a new one each time and thu s break 
the monotony and repetition of u sing 
the same old phrase. 
Great possi­ 
bilities are offered u nder this pro­ 
posed code of ru les. 
The maker of 
the dictionary is warned not to make 
the words too 
difficu lt, 
something 
easy like "She picks sea shore ^shells 
by the seaside.”
